Porthcawl Museum 
whose determination 
had brought good news. 
Bridgend Council is 
working with them to 
help them prove they 
can manage the old 
police station as a 
museum and key 
tourism attraction for 
the town with a lease in 
the offing. 

Porthcawl Town 
Council is talking of 
yearly grants to help 
improve the 
infrastructure and 
layout of the building 
and, importantly, to 
provide match funding 
for grant applications. 

We will need to see 
more of this in the next 
few years. Austerity 
will increase. Bridgend 
Council has now to 
find £50 million in cuts 
so anything but central 
health, education and 
environmental services 
will almost certainly 
need to look to being 
self-funding. 

When Local 
Government 
reorganisation comes in 
the manifesto of the 
Welsh Assembly 
elections in 2016, we 
will see councils merge 
to a size more like the 
old county councils. 

This will bring new 
roles and 

responsibilities for 
town and community 
councils. Some have 
already understood this 
and grabbed the 
opportunity. Maesteg 
Town Council give 
grant aid to the trust 
which runs the old 
Town Hall, and have a 
lease on their town 
council building from 
Bridgend CB Council. 

Bridgend Town 
Council took on 
Carnegie House; the 
old town centre library. 
They, too, have a lease 
from BCBC and have 
turned the first floor of 
this fine building into a 
town council chamber. 

On the ground floor, 
they created an open 
arts community space 
that can seat 100 
people in a variety of 
settings. 

Bridgend has long 
wanted an arts venue 


and now, thanks to the 
partnership between the 
borough and town 
councils, it has one. I 
am eager to support 
them and plan to use 
the venue as discussion 
space, bringing 
opportunities for debate 
and examination of 
issues people care 
about.

Friday with Chris 
Bryant MP talking 
about his books 
setting out The 
Biography of 
Parliament. For an 
hour Chris kept his 
audience enthralled 
with the evolution of 
British democracy 
seen through events 
over almost 1,000 
years in Westminster.

'Lessons

A T a time of 
austerity, job 
losses among 
council employees and 
no pay rises for the 
majority of BCBC 
staff, the Labour 
administration in 
Bridgend used its 
majority on the 
council to increase the 
size of the cabinet 
from six to seven. 

The person appointed 
to this role is Coun 
Charles Smith, who will 
now receive £16,000 on 
top of the £13,000 he 
already receives as a 
councillor. 

This is an extra 
£16,000 that council 
taxpayers have to fund, 
at a time when they are 
already being asked to 
pay an extra 4.8 per cent 
on their council tax from 
next April. 

The size of the 
cabinet in Bridgend has 
remained at six for the 
past 12 years but, 
apparently, they are now 
so over-worked that they 
are having to put in eight 
and nine hour days in 
return for their pay of 
£29,000 a year. 

So, it has been 
decided to lighten their 
load by appointing a 
seventh cabinet member. 

How many workers 
reading this, most of 
whom earn less than 
£29,000, would like help 
to reduce their workload 
in their eight or nine

hour days? Most people 
would be delighted to 
receive a remuneration 
of that magnitude - 
especially as the new 
role created does not, as 
yet, have any defined 
responsibilities attached 
to it. 

I suggest that 
residents of Bridgend 
borough go to the 
council website at 
www.bridgend .go v.uk/co 
nsultation and make 
their views known about 
where the council could 
make savings on their 
budget. 

I suspect that very 
few will think that 
increasing the size of the 
council cabinet in these 
times is a good way of 
spending scarce 
resources. 

And please remember, 
the next time you hear 
Labour councillors 
moaning about the 
austerity measures 
coming from the 
Conservative-led 
Government in 
Westminster, that they 
are needed to pay off the 
debts accumulated by a 
spendthrift and wasteful 
Labour Government.

FIRST WORLD WAR 
COLLECTION WILL 
REMEMBER THEM 
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LOCAL WOMAN’S 
CANCER DRUG APPEAL 
IS IN THE BALANCE

ELIZABETH 
RICHARDS is the 
type of lady who 
apologises for not 
getting to the 
phone quickly 
enough - even 
though she is 
undergoing 
treatment for 
cancer! 

Elizabeth, who lives 
in Ogmore-by-Sea, is 
not comfortable making 
a fuss - but her 
situation has forced her 
to do just that. 

The simple fact is 
that 12 months ago, she 
asked to be put on the 
anti-cancer drug Avastin 
and was turned down. 

She made no fuss at 
the time and she and her 
family took on the cost 
of the treatment - two 
injections per month at 
£1,000 a time. 

Now, with evidence 
that the drug has had a 
beneficial effect over 
the last year, she is 
running out of cash and 
has re-appealed to the 
Cardiff and Vale Health 
Board - this time with 
strong support from her 
consultant. 

She also has the 
support of Vale MP 
Alun Cairns. 

He said: “For the past 
year Miss Richards has 
paid the huge sum for

the drug Avastin, 
knowing that if she 
lived in England, the 
drug would be provided 
free.” 

Elizabeth told The 
GEM that she had 
absolutely no 
complaints over her 
treatment. This was an 
issue concerning 
allocation of resources. 

She said: “All the 
hospital staff - at the 
Princess of Wales and at 
Velindre - have been 
brilliant. Ever since I 
was first diagnosed, I 
have had excellent 
care.” 

Ironically, Elizabeth 
has spent 40 years 
working in the NHS, 
most of that time as a 
radiographer at the 
Princess of Wales. 

After her official 
retirement, she 
continued to work in 
that post for a few days 
a week, and when she 
complained of pain in 
her shoulder, a prompt 
X-Ray meant that a 
cancerous tumour was 
spotted quickly. 

Elizabeth said: “The 
tumour was on my 
spine and I started 
having treatment at 
Velindre. My consultant 
said that Avastin was 
the only other drug I 
could take but, to be

frank, she was not 
convinced it could 
help.” 

Elizabeth decided to 
pay for the drug, and 
also appealed to her 
local health board to see 
if it would fund the 
treatment. 

Initially, she appealed 
to Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board, but was 
turned down because 
she should have applied 
to Cardiff and Vale 
Health Board. 

However, that health 
board also turned her 
down. 

In the meantime, 
however, there had been 
encouraging signs for 
Elizabeth. 

She explained: “The 
position of the tumour 
was causing intense 
nerve pain. Many 
people feel that is the 
worst type of pain, and 
it was absolutely 
excruciating! 

“However, when the 
very first Avastin 
injection was made, the 
pain went away almost 
immediately.” 

That exciting news 
was no flash in the pan. 
Elizabeth has had no 
pain since that day - 
something that has 
made a huge difference 
to her quality of life. 

The monitoring of 
the treatment has been 
encouraging, and 
Elizabeth said: “The last 
three scans have been 
brilliant.” 

The positive results 
ever since she started 
taking Avastin have 
encouraged her to 
believe that she has a 
chance of a successful 
appeal this time around. 

She said: “My 
consultant says that my 
response to Avastin has 
been so good that it 
must give me a good 
chance on appeal.” 

Ever since her 
diagnosis, Elizabeth’s 
family has been a 
massive support for her. 
Her sister, Carol-Anne 
Lonsdale, has been ever 
present, and takes her 
for treatment in 
Velindre Hospital 
regularly. 

Elizabeth said: “To 
be denied the drug 
Avastin that is having 
such a positive effect is 
devastating. 



“I am incredibly 
grateful to the support 
shown by my family 
and friends, but without 
this drug my life is 
going to be significantly 
shortened.” 

Alun Cairns said: 
“For an individual and 
family to have to 
shoulder the financial 
burden for a drug that 
works so effectively is 
nothing short of 
scandalous. 

“I do not wish to 
criticise the staff in the 
hospitals who perform a 
magnificent job. 
However, an individual 
that is receiving such an 
effective drug should 
not have to pay such an 
enormous amount of 
money simply because 
they happen to live in 
Wales. 

“This is a stark and 
very upsetting example 
of how health policy in 
Wales can impact upon 
people’s lives. I would 
ask, how many people 
can afford to spend 
£2,000 per month on a 
potentially lifesaving 
drug?” 

A Welsh 
Government 
spokesperson said: “We 
cannot comment on 
individual cases. 

“We remain 
committed to fighting 
cancer but while 
Avastin has been 
appraised by the 
National Institute for 
Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) for 
use in the treatment of 
certain cancers, it has 
not been approved for 
routine use in the NHS 
in England or Wales. 

“If a clinician 
believes a patient will 
gain significantly more 
benefit from a treatment 


which is not routinely 
available on the NHS, 
they can apply to their 
health board for funding 
through the Individual 
Patient Funding Request 
process. 

“In Wales, all 
medicines approved for 
use by either NICE or 
the A11 Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group are 
routinely available to all 
eligible patients. 

“We are proud that 
patients have such 
access to proven and 
cost-effective treatments 
for all conditions.”

PATIENTS GIVE UNIT AT 
PoW THE THUMBS-UP 
FOR PRE-ASSESSMENT 


The pre¬ 
assessment unit at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, 
Bridgend, has 
scored almost 100 
per cent in a 
patients’ 
satisfaction 
survey. 

“Out of more than 
1,300 responses, all but 
two were positive - and 
the two exceptions were 
not so much negative as 
suggestions for 
improvements,” said 
Brenda Partridge, lead 
nurse for acute pain and 
pre-assessment services 
at the Bridgend hospital. 

“It’s excellent for 
staff morale to know 
their work is so highly 
regarded by the people 
who use the service.” 

Patients aged 16 and 
over who are referred 
for surgery visit the unit 
in advance of their 
operation to make sure 
they are fit for the 
procedure and for 
anaesthetic, and to 
identify any potential 
risks. 

The team also gives 
patients information to 
help them make an 
informed decision on 
whether they want to go 
ahead with the 
operation. 

Pre-assessment sister 


Denise Williams said: 
“We do all of this in 
advance to reduce the 
chances of their 
operation being 
postponed on the day of 
surgery. 

“Pre-assessment can 
improve their 
experience in hospital, 
while providing them 
with all the appropriate 
information and also 
helps relieve their 
anxiety.” 

On average, the unit 
sees 32 patients a day, 
and sometimes more. 
Most of them come 
from the Bridgend and 
Neath Port Talbot areas, 
though some travel from 
Swansea and 
occasionally beyond - 
including Aberystwyth 
and north Wales. 

As well as Brenda 
and Denise, the team 
includes sister Carole 
Ames; nurses Louise 
Shaughnessy, Lindsey 
Davies, Janet Thomas, 
Sandra Enos and Meryl 
Lawler; health care 
support workers Helen 
Hart and Judith Walker- 
Halstead; clinical 
coordinator Liah 
Davies; and receptionist 
Sarah Carlton. 

They work closely 
with anaesthetists, 
surgeons, physicians, 
GPs, specialist nurses 
and other health care 
professionals. 


Denise said: “We also 
have anaesthetic 
sessions three times a 
week. If the nurse has 
any queries about a 
patient, the anaesthetist 
will look at the patient’s 
notes and give advice, 
or if necessary bring the 
patient in to review 
them in person.” 

Last year, the pre¬ 
assessment unit became 
one of the first to 
introduce the Friends 
and Family survey at 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital.

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Porthcawl school 
is proud of its 


links to 

A PORTHCAWL primary school, which 
began life with lessons held in the porch of 
the local church, has been presented with 
a modern new painting to help preserve 
its links with the past. 

Newton Primary School in Porthcawl began life 
with lessons held in the porch of the parish church of 
St John the Baptist. A schoolroom, which is now 
Newton Church Hall, was later built before the 
school moved to its current site in New Road in 
1908. 

The school’s links with the parish church are 
reflected in its logo, which features an image of St 
John’s, and now these links have been strengthened 
with the presentation of the painting on display in the 
school foyer. The idea for the painting came from 
assistant parish priest, Rev Craig Vaughan, during a 
visit to the school when a large old picture of St 
John’s was taken down from the school hall while 
redecorating work was carried out. 

He suggested it be replaced with something more 
modern and commissioned local artist and 
parishioner Peter Mills 

“We wanted to ensure that this visual link with the 


the past 

parish was maintained but in a more modern way. It 
is a great joy for us to formally present this to the 
school and we hope it will be a sign of many years 
future co-operation,” said Mr Vaughan. 

Acting headteacher Rachel John said: “We loved 
the idea from the start, as it is a fantastic way of 
keeping the past alive. Although our building is more 
than 100 years old, we are very much a 21st century 
school and this painting reflects the past while 
looking forward to the future. 

“We are very grateful to both the church and Mr 
Mills for the painting, which has already become a 
real focal point in our foyer - it captures the old and 
the new very effectively and is the first thing that 
visitors see when they arrive. Both the children and 
visitors love it.” 

Peter Mills said: “I was delighted to be asked to 
come up with this painting for the school and am 
glad that it has been well received.” 

The painting, which is bordered by the school 
colours of red and grey, shows images of both the 
school and the church out of which it grew. It also 
includes the school motto of ‘Believe and You Will 
Achieve’.

Silt: ‘Council must go 
back to the drawing 

board’ says Tory regional AM 


SHADOW Welsh 
regeneration 
Minister Byron 
Davies has 
welcomed news that 
the silt pile at Salt 
Lake is being 
removed by the 
council, but says 
that viable 


regeneration plans 
now need to be 
drawn up for 
Porthcawl. 

Mr Davies, who is 
Conservative Regional 
AM, said he had 
discussed Porthcawl 
regeneration with BCBC 
chief executive Darren 
Mepham at a recent 


meeting, but there was 
little to report at present. 

“There is now a need 
for the council to go 
back to the drawing 
board and start with a 
clean sheet of paper,” he 
said. “They must revisit 
the Owners’Agreement 
they had with the private 
owners and leaseholders 
of some of the land at 


Salt Lake to try to find a 
way forward. 

“It would appear that 
the supermarket scheme 
is dead in the water - 
especially given the 
hammering that all the 
big chains are getting at 
the hands of the discount 
stores. 

“I am not convinced 
that building more 
houses or flats on this 
site would be beneficial 
to the town. As a resort, 
Porthcawl needs an 
imaginative project 
which would add to its 
attractions and a 
supermarket would 
never have done that 
anyway.” 

Mr Davies said he 
was heartened by the 
progress being made by 
the group behind the 
Porthcawl Maritime 
Centre and he was 
pleased that the council 
is giving them support. 

He added: “As far as 
regeneration is 
concerned, this scheme 
is the only show in town 
at present. But the 
council needs to consult 
with local people, 
traders and tourism 
operators to come up 
with a viable 
regeneration scheme 
which has the support of 
the community.”

“Our school has been 
trialling the lessons and 
we have noticed that the 
outdoor sessions have 
given the children a very 
enjoyable experience 
which has really enriched 
their learning and 
wellbeing.

independence in 

learning, encouraging 
them to question the 
environment around 
them in different settings. 

“The project makes it 
easier for teachers to take 
lessons outside, and we 
believe that this is the 
start of a valuable 
resource that can grow as 
more schools get 
involved.”

Community Cafe and at other 
events (telephone 01656 658479). 

Nationally, there are seven 
million unpaid carers in the UK 
and three in five of us will 
become a carer at some point in 


our lives. Research also shows 
that: 

• In Wales and England, just 
under one million (950,000) 
people over 65 are carers; 

• 65 per cent of older carers 
(aged 60-94) have long-term 
health problems or a disability 
themselves. 

• One in five carers gives up 
employment to care. 

Helen Pitt, Bridgend Carers’ 
Centre Manager said: “We know 
from talking to the carers that we 
support that many of them do 
struggle with their caring 
responsibilities. That’s why we 
need to offer them help, support 
and breaks and why we are taking 
part in this fundraising campaign 
to help many more carers in our 
area. Carers come from all walks 
of life and almost all will need 
support from a service like ours.” 

“To have an event to look 
forward to, to get out from the 
daily situation, meet people, chat, 
laugh without feeling guilty, 
because other carers understand. 
We are so grateful to the centre 
for all its hard work.”

ROTARIANS TAKE STROLL 
AROUND CARDIFF BAY 



NINE members of 
Bridgend Rotary 
Club, president Sue 
Cassidy, Rotarians 
John McCarthy, 
Edward Jones, 
William Williams, 
Mike Lewis, Gillian 
Hale, Sonja Cain, 
David Hubbard and 
Hopkin Joseph, 
plus seven guests 
and a dog - left the 
Custom House at 
Penarth Marina to 
walk around the 
eastern perimeter of 
Cardiff Bay to 
Mermaid Quay. 

After crossing the 
barrage lock, passing the 
fish pass, walking along 
the open elevated section 
of the barrage provided a 
good vista both out to the 
Bristol Channel (where it 
was high tide-with a 
seawater level higher 
than the freshwater level 
within the barrage) and 
inland, looking towards 
the Penarth Marina, the 
Ely River Marina, the 
Sports Village, the Taff 
River Marina, the 
Wetlands Reserve and 
Mermaid Quay. 

After a brief stop at 
the Scott Memorial 
display (recording that it 
was from Cardiff over 
100 years ago that ill- 
fated expedition set off to 
the South Pole) walking 
further along the barrage 
provided better views of 
the entrance on the 
seaward side of the 


barrage, to Cardiff Docks 
(still a very busy freight 
port), with to the north 
views of the Senydd, the 
Millenium Centre and 
the Pierhead building. 

In the distance Cardiff 
city centre buildings 
(such as the Millennium 
Stadium) were clearly 
visible. Thereafter, the 
walk passed the colliery 
exhibition, undeveloped 
docks, the Dr Who 
exhibition centre, and the 
Norwegian Church, to 
reach Mermaid Quay. 

Some of the party 


visted the shops, others 
walked on past the St 
David’s Hotel to the 
Wetlands Reserve, a 
habitat for lots of water 
fowl and birds. 

The whole party then 
re-assembled at the 
Pierhead Building to 
watch a 10-minute film 
of the changes in the 
docks at Cardiff - 
growing as a coal 
exporting port in the 80 
years to 1914 (exporting 
at its peak, over 10 
million tons of coal) 
declining use in the 60 


years afterwards to 
nothing in 1970, but still 
now a very busy freight 
port. 

Three of the party 
walked back to Custom 
House, the remainder 
taking a water taxi 
(which toured the 
western side of Cardiff 
Bay passing the Sports 
Village; the national 
swimming pool and the 
white water rafting 
centre).

A TEAM from Ogmore

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CAN YOU FIND SANTA’S REINDEER? 


PRIMARY school-age children can get 
in the mood for Christmas by entering a 
special competition organised by 
Porthcawl Saint Sebastien Town 
Twinning Association and Porthcawl 
Chamber of Trade. 

Important clues are contained in five chapters 
of a story - The GEM featured the first last week 
and the second installment is today, below right. 

The competition is based on the story, The 
Mysterious Disappearance of Father Christmas’ 
Reindeer, which has been written by Joel 
Guerriau, the Mayor of Saint Sebastien 
(Porthcawl’s twin town) with illustrations by 
Mathieu Redelsperger. 

The English translation is by Melanie Weaver. 

The first book Joel produced for children, 
Fergie the witch, was translated into several 
languages and adapted for the theatre. 

The chapters in The GEM will tell the story of 
the disappearance of Father Christmas’ reindeer - 
Rudolph, Donner, Dasher, Dancer, Vixen, Prancer, 
Comet, Cupid and Blitzen.

Bright spark gets the wicked witch, ugly Dora, 
to use a potion to change the reindeer into wooden 
toys. 

Father Christmas finds out that his missing 
reindeer have been turned into wood and have 
been sold, with millions of others, to decorate 
shops for Christmas. So he asks all the children of 
the world to help him find them. 

Any child wishing to enter should go to one of 
the shops in Porthcawl displaying the reindeer 
poster (far right ) in their window and ask for a 
competition entry form. Forms can also be 
downloaded from www.porthcawl-town- 
twinning.com 

In each of the shops displaying the reindeer 
poster, there will be a picture of a reindeer.

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Consortium s bid to 
improve local schools 


THE Minister for 
Education, Huw Lewis has 
launched the Welsh 
Government’s vision for 
education in Wales for the 
next six years - with an 
emphasis on self¬ 
improving school systems 
at its core. 

With 408 schools across the 
Central South region, covering 
Bridgend, Cardiff, Merthyr 
Tydfil, Rhondda Cynon Taf and 
the Vale of Glamorgan, already 
committed to the Central South 
Wales Challenge, his vision isn’t 
far off. 

Launched in January, the

Hospital ‘spot checks’ 
show good practice 


UNANNOUNCED 
spot checks to test 
standards of care in 
district general 
hospitals across 
Wales have found 
“no systemic issues 
of concern”, a 
report has said. 

The independent 
team carrying out the 
checks on wards found 
numerous examples of 
good and notable 
practice which far 
outweighed a few, 
isolated examples where 
shortcomings in patient 
care were identified. 

The spot checks will 
now be extended to look 
at the standard of care 
elderly patients receive 
on mental health wards 
in hospital settings. 

Health and Social 
Services Minister Mark 
Drakeford ordered the 
spot checks to be carried 
out, as part of the Welsh 
Government’s response 
to an independent review 
of care at the Princess of 
Wales and Neath Port 


Talbot hospitals, by 
Professor June Andrews 
and Mark Butler. 

The spot checks of 
adult inpatient wards at 
district general hospitals 
in Wales were carried 
out by an independent 
team of senior 
individuals, overseen by 
leading Scottish 
academic Prof Andrews, 
former NHS England 
strategic health authority 
chief executive Sir Ian 
Carruthers and Professor 
Phil Routledge, chair of 
the All Wales Medicines 
Strategy Group. 

They took place 
between June 15 and 
July 30 and focused on 
four areas raised in the 
Trusted to Care report: 
medicines management; 
hydration; the use of 
night-time sedation and 
continence care. 

They were undertaken 
at all 20 district general 
hospitals in 70 adult 
inpatient wards, between 
6am and midnight, on 
weekdays and at 
weekends.

He then offered to 
steal for them a laptop 
computer, and he said he 
would use a metal bar he 
had to smash his way 
into a premises. 

The two men walked 
away, but seconds later, 
Lydden came up behind 
them and threatened: 
“Come on, boys, let’s 
have you.” 

There was a scuffle 
between the three and 
Mr Groom was cut to 
the side of the head with 
the bar. 

They noticed that 
Lydden also had the 
blade of a Stanley knife. 

“For those men, it 
was a fearful situation. 
Luckily, two community 
support police officers 
arrived on the scene and 
Lydden was arrested.” 

Both men said they 
had been frightened by 
the situation caused by 
the defendant, who was 
extremely drunk. 

He later denied his 
aggressive behaviour. 

The court heard he 
had convictions for 22 
offences, and had been 
released from prison 10 
days before the incident. 

Mr Howells said he 
had convictions for 
assaulting the police, 
wounding, obstructing 
the police, battery and 


public order matters. 

His counsel, Byron 
Broadstock, said: “He is 
only 22 and prison is 
inevitable. 

“The Stanley blade 
was used to cut drugs 
and was never used 
during the incident, 
although the metal bar 
was. Drink and drugs 
are at the heart of his 


behaviour.” 

He said that his 
parents did not present a 
good example when he 
was younger, and he 
once wounded his 
father. 

“He used drink and 
drugs to cope with past 
memories he would not 
discuss.”

Street lights 
set to go out 
across the Vale 


MORE than two- 
thirds of the Vale’s 
street lights are to 
be switched off 
from midnight to 
6am in a bid to 
save £1 million 
over the next three 
years. 

This policy will not, 
at present, apply to LED 
street lights - which are 
much more energy- 
efficient. 

However, the Vale 
Council’s figures say 
that less than a third of 
the Vale’s street lights 
are LED. The figure is 
expected to rise to 
“almost a third” by the 
end of the financial 
year. 

A council spokesman 
also pointed to savings 
in CO 2 emissions as a 
plus point to the plan. 

The proposal to 
introduce part-night 
lighting and reduce 
energy consumption 
was agreed by the 
council’s cabinet on 
Monday, October 20, 
and will see the hours 
that street lights are lit 
changed to between 
dusk and midnight, and 
again from 6am until 
dawn. 

In a statement, the 
council said that the 
total energy costs for 
the last financial year 
amounted to just over 
£900,000, including all 
street lights, road 
furniture, and traffic 
signals. 

The existing LED 
lighting programme, 
and the new part-night 
lighting, will reduce this 
by over a third, with 
estimated savings of 
£370,000 a year. 

It will also reduce the

'71 is a brutal, uncompromising effort. 


F OR anyone 
who saw the 
brutal prison 
drama Starred Up 
earlier this year, 
lead actor Jack 
O’Connell was 
easily the stand-out 
performer, the 
former Skins actor 
showing a screen 
presence and 
ferocity that was 
palpable. 

He is soon to be seen 
under the direction of 
Angelina Jolie in 
Unbroken, but first 
O’Connell stars in ‘71. 
Set in the titular year in 
powder keg Belfast, 
O’Connell plays Hook, 
a British soldier sent in 
with his troop to 


support local police. 

When a riot takes 
place he is separated 
from the rest of his 
party, and must struggle 
his way through danger 
in order to survive and 
get out of there... 

The synopsis of ‘71 
could easily play out as 
a glorified Hollywood 
blockbuster, the ‘man- 
left-behind’ plot hardly 
the most original of 
stories. Yet under the 
auspice of director Yann 
Demange, and featuring 
another incendiary turn 
from Jack O’Connell, 
‘71 is a brutal, taut 
piece of film making, 
set against a backdrop 
of political and national 
turmoil, which grants it 
a little more depth.

start, he isn’t your usual 
soldier eager for battle; 
with his brother in a 
care home for boys, 
he’s one of life’s 
unlucky ones, driven to 
sign up less by patriotic 
fervour than by the 
chance to forge a career 
which will benefit him 
and his brother. 

Demange and writer 
Gregory Burke aren’t 
all that interested in 
sharp defined 
characterisation; this is 
less a study of a man’s 
duties against his 
personal welfare, or an 
attempt to address the 
Prote stant/C atholic 
divide; it’s more a 
snapshot of life in 
Belfast at that time, 
seen through the eyes 
not just of the British 
soldiers being sent 
there, but also the locals 
involved, willingly or 
not, with the conflict. 

There’s no attempt to 
provide answers or 
reasoning to the events, 
you are simply allowed 
to invest in the 
characters and their 
situation, and the loose 
sketching works to its 
advantage here, the 
narrative informing the 
characters as much as

the performances. 

Demange’s direction 
is thoughtful yet 
incredibly visceral; the 
scenes of riots and the 
ensuing action that 
takes place shot 
intimately, making it all 
the more powerful and 
jarring. Shooting with 
an economy, Demange’s 
style is subtle and yet 
brutal, the violence 
feeling like the 
everyday event that it 
was. 

One standout 
sequence, which sees 
Hook separated from 
his troop, is Paul

Greengrass-like in its 
immediacy, as Hook is 
chased by a group intent 
on killing him; using 
close-ups, cameras 
mounted on the actors 
and handheld footage, 
it’s a horrifically stylish 
set-piece from the 
director. 

There are classical 
elements at play, with 
the likes of Assault On 
Precinct 13 & 
touchstone for Demange 
in terms of visual tone 
as well as its 
soundtrack, which is 
sparse and tension¬ 
building, with the film 
having the hallmarks of 
a western, the black 
hats and white hats 
replaced by berets and 
dodgy 1970s haircuts. 

Working with his 
cast, he draws out 
strong performances 
across the board, with 
Jack O’Connell a 
tremendous lead. 

It’s a performance of 
physicality, much like 
his turn in Starred Up, 
but here there is less 
front and more soul- 
searching, as events 
unfold and Hook 
realises that the odds 
are against him sur’s 
performance that allows 
O’Connell to show 
vulnerability and it’s 
hugely watchable. 

The film rests 
squarely on his 
shoulders, but alongside 
are some wonderful 
turns. Sean Harris 
excels at quiet 
psychopaths, and he’s at 


home here as an 
undercover officer 
whose tactics are 
resolutely off the books, 
while Killian Scott as a 
key figurehead hoping 
to make a name for 
himself is 

uncompromising, and 
Barry Keoghan’s Sean 
provides a tease of 
redemption, torn 
between fitting in or 
doing the right thing. 

If there’s any 
criticism of ‘71 it’s only 
in the fact that the story 
doesn’t really take you 
anywhere unexpected; if 
you’re versed in these 
survival stories you can 
probably see the beats 
coming, while the 
villains of the piece are 
little too broad. These 
quibbles aside, ‘71 is a 
superbly tense effort. 

VERDICT - A 
further star-making turn 
from Jack O’Connell 
anchors an impressive 
piece of work in ‘71. 

Its ‘man left behind’ 
plot may not surprise; 
but Yann Demange’s 
superb direction 
delivers the tension and 
brutality that will draw 
you in. 

Not an easy watch, 
but well worth 
investigating further. 
Recommended.

B ARRY Rugby Football Club is 
justly proud of its 127 year 
reputation as a community asset of 
the town and is open to everyone.

the youngsters.” 

Jon said that whether in Barry or further afield 
rugby union becomes a way of life for those that 
join a club. 

“It gives a person discipline, the chance to meet 
people make friends and have a great social life.” 

Barry RFC has made huge strides in the quality 
of its facilities and is keen that local people should 
benefit. 

“We are a community club open to anyone - 
whether it’s for a MIND group, PACT group, or 
slimming organisation.

“The minis and juniors’ section doesn’t just teach 
rugby skills, it develops life skills such as 
teamwork, discipline and leadership.” 

Stuart said that if there are parents who have 
youngsters aged six and over who would like to get 
involved in rugby, the club would be delighted to 
welcome them on Sunday mornings at 9.30am 


where they would be guided and encouraged by 
qualified coaches. 

“It is pleasing to see those who started as 
youngsters at six years old develop one day into 
today’s senior players. 

“There are not that many clubs that can boast 
such a strong mini, junior and youth section, three 
senior men’s teams, a ladies’ team and a veterans’ 
team!” 

The coaching staff has recently been 
strengthened at senior level with Liam Scott, former 
Barry player Rhidian Scott, and head coach former 
Pontypridd, Sale, Gwent Dragons RFC and Wales’ 
centre Jon Bryant, taking the reins. The club plays in 
Division 3 Central A, but is focussed on climbing 
the league ladder.

Griff was ‘a legend in 
modern day falconry’ 


‘A legend in modern day 
falconry’ - that’s how the 
family of Ceri John Griffiths, 
affectionately known as 
‘Griff’, will always remember 
him. 

Griff (71) died following a tragic 
accident while a tree was being felled 
at the Welsh Hawking Centre on the 
outskirts of Barry. 

His stepson Jamie, the centre 
manager, said that he and his younger 
brother, Griff junior, were determined 
to continue Griff senior’s lifetime 
work. 

Jamie told The GEM: “Griff 
founded the Welsh Hawking Centre 
when he took over the old Cardiff Zoo. 

“He took on all the animals at the 
time, too, but his passion was always 
birds of prey and he became a legend 
in falconry. Griff was 71 and had flown 
birds for 55 years! He started out as a 
teacher and in every facet of life he 
was an educator - whether it was 
teaching nursery age children or 


people drawing their pensions.” 

The Welsh Hawking Centre has its 
own education centre. 

Jamie said: “It proved a real hit with 
schools who came. There was a real 
thrill for people when Griff was 
imparting his knowledge to visitors - 
he enjoyed the reaction. 

“I and my brother Griff junior will 
continue Griff’s legacy and to strive 
for what he wanted.” 

Griff was a pioneer in breeding birds 
of prey using artificial insemination 
and helped to set up programmes 
abroad. 

He was also a tireless worker in the 
local community serving as president 
of the local Rotary Club. 

Jamie added: “We will always 
remember Griff for his massive 
contribution to wildlife and 
conservation work.” 

Griff’s funeral will take place at 
Cardiff and Glamorgan Memorial Park 
and Crematorium on Wednesday, 
October 29 at 2.15pm. Mourners are 
invited to Wenvoe Castle and Golf 
Club after the service.

Educational Trust educates and 
engages students from across the 
UK, from all communities about 
the Holocaust and there can be no 
better way than through the first¬ 
hand testimony of a survivor. 

“Joan’s story is one of 
tremendous courage during 
horrific circumstances and by 
hearing her testimony, students 
will have the opportunity to learn 
where prejudice and racism can 
ultimately lead. 

“At the trust, we impart the 
history of the Holocaust to young 
people, to ensure that we honour 
the memory of those whose lives 
were lost, and take forward the 
lessons taught by those who 
survived.”

OVER 60 youngsters from Ogmore Vale 
Primary School came together last week 
to honour one of Bridgend County 
Borough’s most famous athletes - ‘Lynn 
the Leap’.

£4,000 fine 
for poor 
food hygiene 

ENVIRONMENTAL health officers 
from Bridgend County Borough 
Council have uncovered poor food 
hygiene practices at the Seagull Inn in 
Porthcawl. 

During a routine inspection earlier this year, 
officers say that they found dirty kitchen 
equipment, large quantities of mouldy and out of 
date food which was unfit for consumption, and 
food that was being handled and stored in a 
manner that posed a risk of food poisoning. 

After being prosecuted by the council in 
Bridgend Magistrates’ Court on September 22, 
the pub’s food business operator Andrew Lock 
pleaded guilty to 10 food hygiene offences in 
court. He was fined £4,000 - £400 for each 
offence - and was also ordered to pay £750 
investigation costs, £400 legal costs and a £120 
victims’ surcharge. 

Coun David Sage, Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s deputy leader, said: “Residents can feel 
reassured that environmental health officers 
regularly inspect local food businesses to check 
that the standards of food preparation and 
cleanliness do not cause any health risks. 

“When you go out for a meal, the least you 
should expect is food that is safe to eat. This 
prosecution is therefore welcomed and should 
lead to improvements being made to food hygiene 
\standards at the Seagull Inn.”

Valley Life Centre to celebrate the 50th anniversary 
of Lynn Davies’ gold medal success in the long jump 
at the 1964 Tokyo Olympics. 

Lynn, from Nantymoel, jumped 8.07 metres to 
beat the reigning Olympic champion and world 
record holder, Ralph Boston, becoming the first 
Welsh athlete in the process to win an individual 
Olympic gold medal. 

Friday’s event, which was supported by BCBC’s 
Active Young People’s department and HALO 
Leisure, saw pupils taking part in workshops where 
they were shown Olympic memorabilia, including 
the torch carried by Muhammed Ali at the 1996 
Atlanta Games. 

They also learned more about local hero Lynn, 
and tried to guess the distance he jumped - with 
some even trying to beat his record! 

BCBC Leader Coun Mel Nott, said: “Lynn Davies 
remains one of Bridgend County Borough’s most 
iconic figures, and we would like to congratulate 
him on the 50th anniversary of his exploits at the 
Tokyo Games. 

“This event shows that he is still held in extremely 
high regard in the county borough - not only by his 
contemporaries, but also by successive generations 
of young athletes, and it is a pleasure to see how 
eager our young people are to follow in his 
footsteps.” 

Lynn, who was recently made a CBE by the 
Queen, has been president of UK Athletics for the 
past 12 years, and remains one of the greatest 
athletes the UK has ever produced. 

He attended Ogmore Grammar School and then 
went to Cardiff Training College. His first job was as 
a PE teacher at Bridgend Grammar School, where he 
was teaching when selected to go to Tokyo. 

Lynn also played for Pencoed RFC for three 
seasons, and played football for Lewistown, where a 
children’s park was named after him following his 
gold medal success. 

He now lives in Castleton, between Cardiff and 
Newport, with Merial, his wife of 48 years.

WINTER IS APPROACHING... 

So now is the 
time to get your 
vehicle serviced 


W inter driving is all 
about proper 
preparation and 
ROSPA - the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of 
Accidents - emphasises 
that you and your car 
should be well prepared for 
journeys in the poor 
weather we are likely to get 
in the months ahead. 

A spokesman pointed out: 
“Driving in the winter is very 
different from at other times of the 
year. 

“Poor weather and longer 
periods of darkness, especially 
after the clocks go back at the end 
of October, makes driving more 
hazardous. 

“Sometimes conditions can be 
extreme - in recent years we have 
experienced extremes of 
flooding. 

“This means that we need to 


adapt the way we drive. Different 
weather conditions create 
different hazards throughout the 
winter and in different areas of the 
country at different times. 

“A single journey may take us 
into very different weather, road 
and traffic conditions, so we need 
to be prepared for each one.” 

He stressed that responsible 
motorists made sure they had a 
proper service before the start of 
winter and ensured the vehicle 
had sufficient anti-freeze. 

What are the main things you 
need to have checked before the 
onset of adverse weather 
conditions? 

You should ensure that: 

Lights are clean and working. 

The battery is fully charged. 

Windscreen, wiper blades and 
other windows are clean and the 
washer bottle filled with screen 
wash. 

The condition of tyres needs to 
be good, the tread depth and 


pressure need to meet legal 
requirements (and that includes 
the spare!). 

Brakes need to work well. 

Fluids should be kept topped 
up, especially windscreen wash 
(to the correct concentration to 
prevent it freezing), and also anti¬ 
freeze and oil. 

PREPARE YOUR JOURNEY 

The spokesman said that if a 
motorist was undertaking a long 
journey, being prepared was 
essential. 

“Listen to local or national 
weather broadcasts and travel 
bulletins - especially for the areas 
you will be driving through. 

“As conditions can change 
rapidly, check them regularly and 
be prepared to change your plans 
if conditions on your route 
worsen.”

The spokesman 

continued: “If conditions 
are very bad, and the 
emergency services are 
recommending that 
people don't travel, then 
avoid making your 
journey unless it is 
absolutely necessary. 

“Can you postpone 
your trip? Can you travel 
by other means, or avoid 
the need for the journey 
completely by using the 
phone or email? 

“Of course, what's 
‘essential’ to one person 
may not be to another; 
we each have to make 
our own decisions 
according to our 
circumstances. 

“But, try to be realistic 
about which journeys are 
essential and which ones 
could be postponed. 

If you decide you 
really must travel: 

• Let someone 
know where you are 
going and what time you 
hope to arrive, so that 
they can raise the alarm 
if you get into 
difficulties. 

• Make sure you 
plan alternative routes in 
case your main choice of 


route becomes 

impassable. 

• Keep your 
fuel tank near to full to 
ensure that you do not 
run out. 

• Make sure you 
have a fully-charged 
mobile phone, so you can 
call for help or alert 
someone if you're 
delayed - it could be a 
long walk to a phone, if 
you don't have a mobile 
phone. 

• If you don’t 
have an emergency kit in 
your vehicle, at least take 
extra warm clothes, 
boots and a torch. 
Consider keeping a 
couple of long-life 
energy bars in the glove 
box. 

• Clear your 

windows and mirrors 
completely of snow and 
ice before you set off 
(make sure the heater is 
blowing warm air before 
setting off - it will keep 
your windscreen clear.) 

Prepare yourself 
The ROSPA 

spokesman said most 
people have little 
experience of driving in 
extreme conditions, such 
as snow, so the 
organisation advised 


people to take some time 
to consider how it affects 
their driving. 

He urged: “Don’t just 
drive as normal. When 
was the last time you had 
any driver assessment or 
training? This is an ideal 
time for some refresher 
training. If your 
employer provides driver 
training, take advantage 
of it. 

“Or you can contact 
the RoSPA Advanced 
‘Drivers and Riders 
Group’ in your area. To 
find out which is the 
nearest to you, go to 
www.roadar.org. 

“A lot of us will catch 
colds or other illnesses 
during the winter. 

“If you’re feeling so ill 
that your driving might 
be affected, don’t take 
the chance of driving.” 

DRIVING IN 
ICE OR SNOW 

If you find yourself 
driving in snow, or on icy 
or snow covered roads, 
ROSPA says you must 
adapt your driving to the 
conditions. 

The spokesman 

advised: “Reduce your 
speed. The chances of 
skidding are much 


greater and your stopping 
distance will increase 
massively. 

“Only travel at a speed 
at which you can stop 
within the distance you 
can see to be clear. 

“Speed limits are the 
maximum in ideal 
conditions; in difficult 
conditions, they can 
often be too fast. 

“Avoid harsh braking 
and acceleration, or 
sharp steering. 

“Always reduce your 
speed smoothly and in 
plenty of time on 
slippery surfaces. 

“Slow down in plenty 
of time before bends and 
corners. 

“Braking on an icy or 
snow-covered bend is 
extremely dangerous. 
The centrifugal force will 
continue to pull you 
outwards and the wheels 
will not grip very well. 
This could cause your 
vehicle to spin. 

“To brake on ice and 
snow without locking 
your wheels, get into a 
low gear earlier than 
normal, allow your speed 
to fall, and use your 
brakes gently. 

“Increase the gap 


between you and the 
vehicle in front. You may 
need up to TEN TIMES 
the normal distance for 
braking. 

“Keep your vehicle 
well-ventilated. The car 
heater turned up full can 
quickly make you 
drowsy. 

“In snow, stop 
frequently to clean the 
windows, wheel arches, 
lights and number plates. 

“Visibility will 

probably be reduced, so 
use dipped headlights. 

“During wintry 

weather, road surfaces 
are often wet and/or 
covered in frost and ice 
or snow. But this does 
not occur uniformly. 

“A road will often 
have isolated patches of 
frost or ice after most of 
the road has thawed - 
this commonly occurs 
under bridges.” 

Getting stuck in snow 
is a motorist’s worst 
nightmare, so what 
should you do? 

The spokesman said: 
“If you get stuck in snow 
revving your engine to 
try to power out of the rut 
will just make the rut 
worse. 


“Instead, move your 
vehicle slowly 

backwards and forwards 
out of the rut using the 
highest gear you can. 

“If this doesn't work, 
you may have to ask a 


friendly passer-by for a 
push or get your shovel 
out. 

The spokesman 

continued: “If you get 
caught in a snow drift, 
don’t leave your vehicle. 


Call your breakdown 
service or the emergency 
services and let help 
come to you.”

“Use windscreen 
wipers, washers and 
dipped headlights; drive 
smoothly, and plan your 
moves in plenty of time. 

The spokesman 
added: “Aquaplaning is 
caused by driving too 
fast into surface water. 
When the tyre tread 
cannot channel away 
enough water, the tyres 
lose contact with the 
road and your car will 
float on a wedge of 
water. 

“Aquaplaning can be 
avoided by reducing 
speed in wet conditions. 

“Having the correct 
tyre pressure and tyre 
tread depth will 
maximise your tyres’ 
ability to maintain their 
road grip. 

“If it happens, ease 
off the accelerator and 
brakes until your speed 
drops sufficiently for the 
car tyres to make contact 
with the road again.” 

FLOODED 

ROADS 

How should you 
tackle roads where 
flooding has taken 


place? 

The top tips are: 

Avoid the deepest 
water - which is usually 
near the kerb. 

Don’t attempt to cross 
if the water seems too 
deep.

If you decide to risk 
it, drive slowly in first 
gear but keep the engine 
speed high by slipping 
the clutch - this will 
stop you from stalling.

So, any motorist would be well 
advised to take heed of their advice. 

Winter is the season requiring 
most care and preparation, if you’re 
to stay safe and avoid a breakdown. 

Here is the AA’s general advice for 
safe and trouble-free driving 
through the cold, dark months that 
lie ahead... 

Lights, heaters and wipers put 
high demands on the car battery. If 
your driving is mainly dark, rush- 
hour trips, the battery will give out 
eventually. 

Batteries rarely last longer than 
five years. Replacing one near the 
end of its life can save a lot of time 
and inconvenience at the side of the 
road. 

• Avoid running electrical systems 
any longer than necessary - turn 
the heater fan down and switch the 
heated rear window off once 
windows are clear. 

• If the car stands idle for most of 
the weekend, a regular overnight 
trickle charge is a good idea to give 
the battery a chance to revive. 

• Turn off non-essential electrical 
loads like lights, rear screen heater 
and wipers before trying to start the 
engine. 


A squealing noise as soon as the 
engine is started is a sign the water 
pump is frozen - it’s the fan belt 
slipping on the pulley. 

The cylinder block could be 
frozen,too. 

Stop the engine immediately and 
allow it to thaw out. This may take 
several days, unless the car can be 
moved to a heated garage. 

If the car begins to overheat a 
few miles from home, it’s likely that 
the radiator has frozen, preventing 
coolant from circulating. Stop 
straightaway, to avoid serious 
damage and allow the radiator to 
thaw. 

• Antifreeze costs only a few 
pounds, but a frozen and cracked 
engine block will cost hundreds of 
pounds to repair. 

• Most modern cars use long-life 
antifreeze - it’s important to use the 
right type and avoid mixing 
different types. Check the 
handbook or ask a dealer for 
advice. 

• Glycol-based antifreeze should 
be changed at least every two years. 

• You need a 50-50 mix of 
antifreeze and water in the cooling 
system for winter. This gives 
maximum protection down to -34° 
centigrade, and without it, severe 
engine damage costing hundreds of 
pounds can occur.

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New post for 
Dr Smith 
sparks row 
in council

A ROW has broken 
out after the cabinet 
of Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) decided to 
create a post for an 
extra member - 
taking the cabinet 
from six to seven. 

Both the 

Conservatives and Lib- 
Dems accused Labour of 
ignoring the current 
austerity climate that was 
demanding cuts in many 
areas of council 
spending. 

In a letter in today’s 
GEM ( see page 2) 
BCBC’s only 

Conservative member, 
Coun Ken Watts, says: 
“The person appointed to 
this role is Coun Charles 
Smith, who will now 
receive £16,000 on top of 
the £13,000 he already 
receives as a councillor. 

“This is an extra 
£16,000 that council 
taxpayers have to fund, at 
a time when they are 
already being asked to 
pay an extra 4.8 per cent 
on their council tax from 
next April. 

“The size of the 
cabinet in Bridgend has 
remained at six for the 
past 12 years but, 
apparently, they are now 
so over-worked that they 
are having to put in eight 
and nine hour days in 
return for their pay of 
£29,000 a year. 

“So, it has been 
decided to lighten their 
load by appointing a 
seventh cabinet 
member.” 

The Lib-Dem Leader 
on BCBC, Coun Cheryl 
Green, said: “ While 
there are staff who are 
being made redundant 
after years of service, it 
is not acceptable to 
increase the cost of 
cabinet posts. 

“I am sympathetic 
with issues of illness, 
but the cost of the extra 
post should be met from 
the existing six 
allowances.” 

BCBC confirmed that 
Dr Charles Smith has 
been appointed as the 
new cabinet member for 
‘Strategic Change’ and 


there was more than a 
little corporate jargon in 
the statement. 

It read: “The role has 
been created to help 
drive forward the 
objectives of the 
council’s corporate plan 
and assist in the delivery 
of the strategic change 
programme, as the 
authority meets 

unprecedented additional 
pressures caused by the 
changing face of local 
government services.” 

It went on to say that 
the post will be reviewed 
next May, when the 
authority selects its next 
administration and 
cabinet portfolio holders. 

It says that an existing 
budget will be used to 
fund the salary until May 
2015 and it will not come 
at any additional cost. 

BCBC says that it is 
entitled to nine cabinet 
positions under current 
legislation and the new 
post took the total 
number to six, meaning it 
was still one of the 
smallest cabinet 

structures in Wales. 

It should be pointed 
out here that BCBC say 
that there are six cabinet 
members because Coun 
Nott, as Leader, is not 
being counted. 

Coun Watts said: 
“That is just absurd. The 
Leader chairs the cabinet 
and has always been 
counted as a member of 
the cabinet”. 

A retired university 
lecturer in economics, 
Coun Smith was senior 
quality manager in the 
humanities faculty at 
Swansea Metropolitan 
University, and has 
national standing as an 


economics examiner and 
author. 

Coun Smith, who is 
the ward member for 
Llangewydd and 

Brynhyfryd, said: “The 
council’s efforts to cover 
an anticipated funding 
shortfall of almost £50m 
over the next few years 
means that the authority 
is making some highly 
significant changes in the 
way that it is structured 
and how services are 
delivered. 

“As an economist, I 
have researched and 
published on the 
importance of education, 
training and strong local 
and regional governance 
to support economic 
development, and I will 
be applying this 
knowledge to the new 
role. 

“It’s not just about 
saving money - I’ll also 
be collectively 

supporting my fellow 
cabinet members in their 
roles and looking at ways 
in which we can improve 
democracy and our 
relationship with the 
people we serve as well 
as how we can make 
efficiencies in a humane, 
intelligent way. 

“Modern local 

government has seen an 
increasing focus on 
working more closely 
with other organisations 
to provide services. 

“Partnership brings 
opportunities, and I’ll be 
keen to assist colleagues 
with this, along with 
developments such as the 
electrification of the rail 
system through to 
Bridgend, our status as 
part of the city region 
network and the potential 
for tourism as 
demonstrated by the 
recent Senior Open in 
Porthcawl. Bridgend 
county borough has huge 
potential, and part of my 
job will be to help 
achieve this.” 

The Leader of BCBC, 
Coun Mel Nott, added: 
“Coun Smith is an 
excellent choice for the 
role of cabinet member 
for Strategic Change and 
I believe that the 
authority is going to 
greatly benefit from his 
particular skills and 
expertise.”

Walker’s new manufacturing facility in Merthyr 
Tydfil, creating 224 jobs. 

A WG spokesperson said: “Both announcements 
come at a time when inward investment 
performance in Wales is at a record high. In 
2013/14, 79 foreign direct inward investment 
projects were attracted, creating and safeguarding 
10,805 jobs. 

“The number of jobs recorded in Wales increased 
by 53 per cent on the previous year, bucking the 
trend for the rest of the UK, where total jobs 
numbers were down 35 per cent. ”
